2. States shall promote the establishment of regional machinery, in which the cour.iri 
situated within a. geographical area of similar characteristics and with eonne.'. interest 
are represented, to centralize and co-ordinate at that level the various aspects of the 
protection ar.d preservation of the marine environment.

ARTICLE V 

| Within the zone, the coastal State shall have the sovereign right to explore and 
'exploit the marine resources pursuant to its environmental- policies and an accordance

ARTICLE VI 

Ir. the event of actual or imminent danger of pollution arising from activities 
or incidents outside the zone, the coastal. State shall have the rignt to tare apprepnat 
measures of self-protection including those necessary to prevent, mitigate or eliminate 
that danger. 

ARTICLE VII 

1. Within the zone, the coasta l State shall have jurisdiction, in accordance with 
these articles, to establish and adopt lavs and regulations and to take administrative 
and other measures in respect of the activities of all persons, natural ar.d juridical, 
vessels, installations and other entities for the purposes set out in article II. 

2. The coastal State shall have the right to enforce in the zone laws and regulations 
enacted in accordance with paragraph 1 of tl.i.s article. 

3. (a) In respect of pollution of the marine environment from lar.d-based sources ar.d 
from installations or devices engaged in the exploration and exploitation of tr.e 
natural resources of the sea-bed and subsoil, the laws and regulations of the coastal 
State’ shall cake into account internationally agreed rules, standards and recommended 
practices and procedures.
